■ Last winter I had an extraordi- 
nary experience that brought the 
above passage of Scripture very,' 
forcibly to my mind, One day, as 
I was going to work on my bicycle 
I saw an old woman comincf along 
the road. Spmething seemed to say 
"to mc, "Go and ast her if she knows 
her sins are all forgiven." 

But on I wcntr trying- to quench 
the Spirit. I bcffan to say, "Oh, it 
will look so siHy for me to go right 
up to the womitn and ask her that,'^ 
She was carn*f"e a. large basket and 
the Ftill small voice said, "Go and 
ask her to let you carry it for her, 
and "wlien yon are going along the 
road you will have a hne chance to 
epeak to her on spiritual matters." 

She was a person T would hardly 
ever think of speaking to at any 
time. So on I went, right against 
my will. Something seemed to keep 
,the bicycle going, I believe it was 
the devil. If my memory serves mc 
right, I think this took place on a 
Thursday or Friday, and it kept 
bothering me so mneh that on the 
foilowint; Sunday I made up my 
mind that I would go and speak to 
her at all costs. So I got on my bi- 
cycle and went to Iicr place, in a 
good snowstorm,' ii distance ; of 
about a mile and a half, ThtS wilt 
give the reader a faint idea of liow 
.troubled I was. 

When I arrived at tiie house, to 
my surprise I discovered she had 
gone away. You can imagine how 
I felt. T niiide up my mind that I 
would write to her, providing I 
jcontd obtain her address. 

I kept saying to myself: "Perhaps 
I will never get an opportunity to 
speak to Iier again, and her blood 
will he nn my skirts. I did not know 
what to do. I did not feel like testi- 
fying. I felt that the Lord would 
not forgive mc if she went to hell, 
because I did not warn her. I went 
on trying to forget this and pray- 
ing to God to forgive mc. 

On the following Wednesday I, 
with several other comrades, was 
on my way to a small place to sell 
.Christmas ^'War Crys," and hold 
some open-air meetings. We had 
hardly got seated in the train when 
one 01 our party told mc that this 
person I felt I should have spoken 
to was dead. The bloiv staggered 
me. I did not say anything to any 
person about this happening, but 
went on trj-ing to forget. And I can 
f>ay that I did almost forget that 
day, and we had some fine meetings. 
I heard so many stories after I got 
home that I was almost confounded. 
I heard that this -.voman had been 
frozen to death. I heard' that she 
died in Toronto; but no one seemed 
to know anything dcBnite. 

That night I went to the police 
station, but could get no satisfaction 
there. I wont to the undertakers, 
1>ecau3C I had heard she was there. 
Here I was nnsuccessful in. obtain- 
ing any satisfactory information. 

It was a long time after that be- 
fore I knew for sure about thia old 
woman, and during that time ray 
fioul was very much troubled. 
, At last one night, as I and a 
comrade were going home from the 
meeting, I saw the old woman, going 
along the street. I left ray inend, 
and said, "I am going tp speak to 
that woman.".. So 1' started to run. 
after her. When I got near ihc 
turned around and said some thing<i 
that were not very nice. She thought 
jtfiat I was some one after her for

SOME forty-five 3-cars ago the 
Jonei family of Bristol, Eng., 
uerc made glad by the fact 
that another JonC9j to be 
named Bill^ arrived at their 
home. The parenU had a great de- 
sire that this boy should be ft credit 
to the family. Uut their hopes were 
doomed to early disappomtment. 
When only a boy UiU liked the toss- 
ing of pennies and mixing with the 
worst on the street, better than 
home life. He also played truant 
from schoolj and thi<; soon led him 
into the path of dishonesty. Very 
rapidly the tide of disrespect for. 
home, motheij or an> other friend 
mastered young Jones. 

At the age of eleven he was start,- 
ed off as an errand boy to see if the 
change would help him; but this 
situation only lent itself to bring 
ont the bad that Jones had in. Here 
we find the blasphemous tongue 
mastered him, and the first drop of 
liquor entered into his system to 
fire his being full of frenzy and fool- 
ishness. His ill-fame soon spread- 
he became known as "Jones, the 
down-and-out." The nest step of 
interest was the taking of his bride 
to the altar when only nineteen. 
ilany vows were made to seal this 
event, but, al^st the past had got 
too great a hold upon his natnre. 
The home comprised one robmj 
and soon after the marriage, through 
one day's drunkenness, the whole 
supply of wedding gifts were sent 
flying. The throwing of a burning 
lamp ^TOS the next insult that this 
young wife had to contend with. 
This caused much pain, and the 
scars can be noticed to-day. Readi- 
ness to forgive did not in BkViy way 
bring the brutal spirit into subjec- 
tion, nor even to decent living with 
her. 

Now Tones was, according to his 
own idc.^, just the man to choose aa 
candidate for election. Hence at one 
elecliou lime he soiight iit the public 
house and elsewhere to demonstrate 
his ability along this line. The day 
arrived — ^Jones was filled with ex- 
pectation. Night only found him 
defcateti. and naturally when itioney 
was all gone, manhood lost, and 
dcvllishness foremost, his wife sut- 
/erc<i, alio children- 

On arriving home they— mother 
and two children — were dragged out 
of bcdj and in their auKiousncss to 
escape his kicks, rushed to the win- 
dow, and' were barely stopped from 
jumping in to the small alley below 
by a sturdy policeman, who arrived 
on the spot and rendered his strong 
yet kind assistance. Jones now found 
himself for twenty days in prison. 
The lonely hours, instead of bring- 
ing back his reason, only seemed to 
beget anger and malice. He swore 
vengeance on those who put him 
there. His nature wvis hedted like 
a- furnace, and as a beast rushes to 
the cooling springs of water, ao his 
mind throbbed for the liquor that 
would fill, to his thinking, his^tifa 
with joy. 

A new life seemed to come before 
him when he left the cell, but that 
in itself was only a further step into 
vice, . Vet its newness captivated 
Tones. Gambling dens became hin 
haunts, and, tinder the power of 
drink he would win and lose— more 
often the latter. 

His wife slates that on one oc- 
casion he came home with a very 
heavy debt through betting. Not 
finding any money, he stripped the 



children o£ their scanty clothci anc 
sold them. In defending htr child- 
ren the poor wife was almost beater 
to death. After this had been re- 
vealed to the police another tenir 
a^vaitc4 hiih, nut his patient .md 
long-suflfering wife paid his fine with 
moncy borrow^ed, and that uouki 
have to be paid back by hard labour 
at the washEub. 

Now his life seemed hopeless. 1 he 
home was empty, eight childrLii 
starving for want of food, and tht 
wife to whom he had so often made 
promises, was almost in the graic. 
Surely this would .irouse his min- 
hood and help him to turn o>cr a 
new leaf. The public*hou5c keeper^ 
had even lost ^ith in him \N^iat 
could he do? At this juncture a 
friend Came to the rescue. 
. One day, when they were seated 
on the floor waiting for something 
or sonic one to bring food or help, 
this friend came along and suggest- 
ed, after a long talk to Jones, that 
he take his family to Canada and 
start a new life .In a new country. 
. At once the money question came; 
along; thia was settled, and ni'icr 
years of circling around old Bristol, 
"Jones, the No-Good," started twi> 
a|id a half years ago to the land oi 
the Maple Leaf. 

Ohl the re-onion when they ar- 
rived in Hamilton, the beam of haij- 
piness that filled the faces of child- 
ren, and the contented look that 
shone forth from Mrs, Jones, Wc-rk 
wa9 found, and .for the first feu- 
weekK everything went sailing alout; 
smoothly. Butthc devil had iir>t to=i 
his target, and tlirougli some Iia|)- 
pcnings in the shoi^ Joiic5 met his 
rcsl foe again in the drink. 

His wife had been plodding alon;; 
by working at cleaning ofiiccs, elc. 
and was somewhat surprised to find 
her husband drunk for the first 
time in Canada. Jones found thai, 
with the addition of spirits to beer, 
it drove him further down than 
ever, and soon. his home, which had 
become x'cry comfortable, was again 
empty. Hi was arrested, but again 
his wife intervened, and paid the 
fine. Time drifted on, and finally the 
great crash of his life came. Truly, 
he proved at last the wise words, "If 
J sin, then thou markcst mc/' ami 
"at last it biteth like a serpent." 

The final trcnzy came nn a S^tur^ 
day ""night when he sold all (he 
things he could lay his hands on, 
and then relumed to abuse his wife. 
The cruel kicks and jabs will ever 
be fresh In her memory. Arrest fol- 
lowedj andhe was sent down to the 
Barton Street Jail for thircy-onc 
days, with. hard labour added. 

Many experiences came upon the 
man in this place, pnd one he will 
evcr>emefflber, namely, when The 
Salvation Army Leagup. of Mercy 
went- to conduct one of their regu- 
lar weeiily: meetings in the prison. 
After the service, a question was 
askcdJf any would like to be prayed 
- for. Out of sixty, Jones* hind was 
lifted. . 

He returned to his cell— tlic hea- 
vens sceracd as brass — his tongue 
was lhiek;.he could not speak; hut 
for the .first time in his life he tried 
to pray tn God for pardon. Many 
services he attended until the day 
of his discharge, when he came ripht 
to The Army Hall, and .sobbed ins 
way to the Mercy Seat, making a 
full confession of his sins. Truly 
ihcy were many, hot the pMjSon of 
God was ready, and the ^Tvation 01

INTERVIEWER ON THE ABOVE IMPORTANT TOPIC 






ROM ail accounts, Canada 
is to have a bumper har- 
vest. This is n cause for 
great gratitude to God, the 
Giver of All Good Things, 
and we should practically demon- 
strate our thanksgiving by offering 
unto Him gi'ts " 

The speaker was ihe Chief Secre- 
tary. He leaned back in his chair, 
placed his hand to his forehead and 
half closed his eyes, as is his habit 
when deep in thought. Then he 
continued; 

"Bring- ye all the tlihcs into the 
Storehouse." Such was God's com- 
mand to His ancient people, and 
though the limes have changed and 
the wanner of our gieing also, yet 
I find f>* reason for believing that 
the principle of giving part of our 
substance for God's service has in 
anywise altered. Great principles 
are everlastingly the same, and in 
the matter of Giving to God I could 
wish that all people regarded it as 
a matter oi principle. It is plain 
irom,the Bible story of 'The Wi- 
c^ws Mite' that this poor woman 
considered it a sacred duty to give 



to God, and though it cost her all 
that she had Bhe performed that 
dnly conscientiously. She gave her 
last cent, as we would say, for the 
sake of -idhcring to a principle which 
had doiibtlcK been instilled into her 
heart and mind since childhood. 

"I am constantly coming across 
touching ineidenis of a like charac- 
ter in the literature of (he Salvation 
Army, showing thai our people are 
imbued with the same spirit ol de- 
votion to a principle as old a5 the 
■world itself. Only recently 1 came 
across this charming tittle incident, 
and it is al! the more remarkable 
because it eonecrns a little girl res- 
cued from heathendom. This is it? 
'Ellen was an inmate of one of our 
Industrial Schools in India— a Httle 
orphan girl. Just before the last 
Self Denial effort she had one pice 
(a tent) given to her. Most of the 
children spend the rare pice they re- 
ceive in jalabies (eandios), but when 
the AdjiiIanJ in charge of the Home 
asked the girls who amongst them 
bad an ofTenng to give towards the 
Pund, little Ellen's hand went up. 

" 'Why, Ellen,' said the Adjutant.
